Tmtnediitely after tho regular 
chapel Jierviee Sunday morning, 
them will be a special -service for 
the unveiling of a unique and beau¬ 
tiful circular stained glass window, 
designed and cxccotrd by Wilbur 
Herbert Eurnitam, the Boston ar¬ 
tist In stained gL>«- The subject 
for this window is unusual and was 
created by Dr. Ralph Adam Cram, 
the Omineht architect, Who also 
suggested the general plan of the 
design- 

The window la the gift of Mrs. 
George E. Warren and completes 
Knowles Chapel, which, she hat 
given to RolHns College as in me¬ 
mo rial to her father, Francis Bangs 
Knowles. This Chapel, which is 
considered one of the architectural 
gems ill America, was designed by 
Cram and Ferguson. 

The theme for the window is tak¬ 
en from Proverbs Brl, “Wisdom 
hath buileted her house, she hath 
Hewn out her seven pillar*,” This 
text ia inscribed in a Renaissance 
cartouche at the base of the win¬ 
dow', The design depicts allegori- i ^ 
ca| female figures of Wisdom and 
tho Seven Liberal Arts, with the 
seven pillara and the Seven Gifts 
of the Holy Spirit Completing the 
compost i on, 

A heroic figure of Wisdom ii 
shown seated open a dais, bolding 
the lamp of knowledge and with tha 
owl ut her left hand- The figure 
la dignified and spiritual in its con¬ 
ception nnd Is exquisitely drawn 
and paltit4*d in the spirit of the Ernst 
work of the Renaissance period.

DR. MARTIN GIVES 
LECTURE ON FEB. 9 


Third in Series of Addresses 
Presented Thursday 

Dr. John Martin spoke Thursday 
morning, February 3. in tka Annie 
Russell theatre to the International 
Relatione group on "la Rod Hn*ai* 
a Menace T" 

Part of the task that Mr. Mar¬ 
tin stated he was to set fur himself 
for the morning was “'to compre¬ 
hend Russia." First the fundament- 
gospel of Karl Marx must be 
understood, nnd an important part 
which can he recognized in a 
tributed to (he Russia of today is 
that part which points to the ex¬ 
ploitation of labor as being an ex- 
treme social sin—a prime crime. 

The statement, that the laborer 
must control, ted the Bulshcvisks 
into power in JF1B and thenceforth 
made all property public property 
thereby aiming at the Marxian par¬ 
adise of creating Conditions such 
that products of work must he dis¬ 
tributed among worker*, Steps 
leading to the establishment -qf the 
often ridiculed Five Year Plan were 
Cited by Mr. Martin. He comment¬ 
ed upon the general conception of 
the extent of failure or BUectss of 
plan showing instances of re¬ 
lentless deprivations as well as bet- 
itilts by the people in trying 
to live their plan to a wide-spread 
success. They were much elated 
by the progress of the flrtl two to 
three years but the first program 
i-H quoted ns being a failure. Its 
original purpose was * success, how¬ 
ever, because of the lessons Teamed 
and foundation* established. "Fan¬ 
atic zeal” might best describe what 
continued the sweep of the motion 
evidently Originated by Karl Marx.

Two members of 
the association, Stetson and the 
University of Florida, did not send 
delegate s- 

The neat year, lJKId, the conveiv 
tion was held at Southern College 
with the president to come from the 
staff of the Southern. The secre¬ 
tary was editor of a column once 
0 month which all the members of 
the association agreed to print 
This ws-i the twenty-ninth anni¬ 
versary of the Rollins Samtopur, 

Florida State College was again 
hoate&H to the convention in 3U£!V, 
(Jerald Bee, of the University of 
Florida,. was elected president for 
Urn coming year and the neat m«t- 
ing was set for Gainesville. 

Gives Awards 

At the meeting in 132G at Gaines¬ 
ville it was decided to give awards 
for the best wort contributed to 
a publication. Delegates were pres¬ 
ent from Southern, Rollins, Florida; 
State College and the University 
ef Florida. At the next meeting 
in 1927 with Lois Vam, president, 
the Florida Collegiate Press Asso¬ 
ciation was organised. It had been 
called the Florida Pres* Areoriia- 
trim but since that was the name 
of the regular press association of 
professionals the name couldn't 
aland. 

Bee Swinson of Southern was 
president of the nest convention 
Whkh was held at Florida State 
College, In 1$£9- the meeting was 
held at Hollins College with. Esther 
Boardnmn of Florida State College 
presiding- At this meeting the 
name of the group ws a changed to 
tho one Which it hold* today, the 
Florida Intercollegia In Press Asso¬ 
ciation. 

At Gainesville, where the next 
meeting was held with W. Layton 
Dinning, president, the first news 
wrviec Was organised. One rep¬ 
resentative from each member flj 
lb* association was to write a col¬ 
umn of news which Would interest 
other colleges and exchange them. 

Ip 1931 the meeting was held at 
the University of Miami, Since the 
president elected from Hollins Col¬ 
lege didn't Come, the vice-president, 
Dorothy Hicks of Florida State 
College, took charge. This meet¬ 
ing was represented by Florida 
Stale College, Rollins, Stetson, the 
University of Florida and Miami 
University, 

Dorothy Hicks presided as presi¬ 
dent over the convention in 1932 
at Tallahassee where the Florida 
State College for Women was host, 
Colleges represented Included Uni¬ 
versity of Florida, Miami, Talla¬ 
hassee and Rolhne.

The conventionalized 
acanthus leaf is used as a motif 
for the border of rich rubies add 
gold*- While the beautiful and 
graceful figures suggest the class¬ 
ic, the window nevertheless chow* 
no perspective and is conceived in 
a purely decorative manner.

Lecture on Russia in 
Seminar Last Week

peak of authority in Ruxaia. Yet be 
exerts considerable influence in col¬ 
lective organization as witnessed by 
the fart that nearly GO per Ofint of 
all Russian peasants are under his 
collective tegime- 

Ruxsia is evidently making ade¬ 
quate allowance for the organiza¬ 
tion of all it* people, Of the sev¬ 
enty-two million members of CO-op- 
ermtive societies, the nucleus may 
ibe found represented in the Nation¬ 
al Trade Union Congress, a very 
powerful body in Russia today. Of 
those holding key-note positions, 
the Communist* are outstanding 
through the country and even have 
their representatives throughout 
foreign countries- 

A pall of fear seems to rest over 
Russia. Citizens have fear of be¬ 
ing informed upon, fear of self- 
expression, fear Of not conforming 
Lp the many new set ways of liv¬ 
ing, even the fear of one’s religion. 
Every Communist must be an athe¬ 
ist, In a material sense they are 
not yet as successful as other* but 
perhaps So in ten years, added Mr, 
Martin. Our commends affect them 
not at all, but Russia tic*ire* po¬ 
litical recognition by capitalistic 
United States. Mr. Martin ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that in *ptU of 
the enumerated reasons to the con¬ 
trary the United States might do 
well to recognize Russia without 
necessarily expressing approval of 
Russia’* internal .statu*. We might 
at least resume Russian diplomatic 
principles to help dissipate distort¬ 
ed views on both Bides and possi¬ 
bly strengthen co-operation in the 
League of Nations by q-xeh&ngc* in 
common. 

In conclusion, Mr. Martin said 
that as each country posresoe* ele¬ 
ments envied by the other, inter¬ 
national understanding would be 
of excellent advantage to both Rus¬ 
sia and the United States.

POWELL SPEAKS 
10 GLOB FEB. 1 

Head of Christian Scientists 
Gives Address I^L Week 


Dr. Lyrriftn Powell, who wrote 
the now farocm* t»Ofr*pbj of the 
founder and leader of the Christian 
Science &Fjt 4 lii*atigU r Mary Baker 
Eddy, talked informally ami inti' 
malcJy before a Ime* audience of 
RoSina students and quests from 
Orlando and ’Winter Park East 
Tuesday evening; for the Rollins 
Collojfo Christian Science Society, 
Eliza Windsor, president, introduc¬ 
ed Dr, Powell. He told of his tonjf 
standing interest in Mrs. Eddy— 
dating hack twenty-fire year* and 
how he came to write the book 
which he calls—'"Mary Baker Eddy 
—A Life-Sized Portrait." The book 
Was completed jest seven months 
after Dr. Powell was invited to use 
all available material and give a 
comprehensive and true Story of 

Mm. Eddy's remarkable life. 

Dr, Powell spoke for about an 
hour and recounted many of his ex¬ 
perience* in the research work 
which it was necessary to accom¬ 
plish for the great task before him. 
Ho prefaced his remarks by saying 
he was especially happy to apeak 
in beautiful Knowles Memorial 
Chapel, and to speak on Mrs. Eddy 
at this lime—it being the first op¬ 
portunity he had to do so since 
Ifrs. Eddy won the fizat place in 
the todies Horne Journal Contest 
of the twelve women who had made 
greatest contribution to American 
life in one hundred yearn. He re- 
minded the audience that many who 
were not no-called Christian Scien, 
lists had voted for Bin. Eddy, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures" hy Mr*. Eddy, In, 
Dr, Powsl! said, next to the Bible 
the best selling book in the Eng¬ 
lish language. The writing of this 
book Dr. Poweii declared to bo but 
one of three great achievement* to 
Mrs, Eddy's credit, any otto of 
which would have estabiished her 
reputation as the most remarkable 
woman in the whole world. Second, 
she not only discovered the Christ 
healing power as a science, but fol¬ 
lowed her discovery into under¬ 
standable practice for her follow- 
era. Her third great achievement 
wa* the establishment of The 
Christian Science Monitor, ac¬ 
knowledged by many newspaper 
publisher* to be the fineat news¬ 
paper printed in the English lan- 
gttagr. 

Among interesting anecdote* 
told, Br, Powell spoke of talking 
with Mark Twain, and asked him 
why he so merdl**»Ey attacked 
Mrs. Eddy. He replied that it Was 
impossible for one person to Write 
in so many various *ty]*s a* were 
used in the various articles hear¬ 
ing Mrs. Eddy's signature—and 
that therefore she copied from Oth¬ 
er writer* — however, later the au¬ 
thenticity was proven and acknowl¬ 
edged even to Mark Twain's satis- 
faction. In this connection Or, 
Powell said that he became *0 in¬ 
terested in Mrs. Eddy's vocabulary 
during tbs writing of the book that 
he had it computed— and M a writ¬ 
er Mrs. Eddy had the largest vo¬ 
cabulary of any English writer ex¬ 
cepting Shakespeare. 

Dr. Powell also spoke of the time 
when rum-ors wero frequent that 
Mrs. Eddy had passed on, and it 
was at this time that President 
Holt wrote Mm. Eddy and printed 
In The Independent an article she 
wrote: for him. 

Dr, Powell finished his talk with 
experiences he had in England, 
Sweden, Holland, Germany and 
Franco in connection with the 
translation of his biography of 
Mrs. Eddy.

Tomorrow marks the opening of the 43th 
anniversary of the founding of RoIUna Col¬ 
lege, oldest institution of higher Learning in 
Floridu- 

Rollins was incorporated in 1SE5 "to pro¬ 
vide for it* vtudenU the best educational 
facilities passible, and la throw about them 
those Christian influences which will be 
■dpated to restrain them from evil and pro- 
pan- them for a VirtUOU*, happy and Use¬ 
ful life.” 

Although several Florida towns offered 
attractive proposals, Winter Park, then « 
small village only five years old. Was chosen 
for the site, probably through the effort* 
of Mr. F. W, Lyman and of Dr, EL P. Hook¬ 
er, the first president. 

Rollins grew steadily. In 1923 Dr. Ham¬ 
ilton Holt accepted the presidency and ad¬ 
vancement since then has been rapid, "Dur¬

The manner in which the American peo¬ 
ple have reacted emotionally to the depres¬ 
sion is the theme of Gilbert Seldcs' "The 
Years of the Locust" | Little Brown), a por¬ 
trait of the United Stitts from the time of 
the Wall Street crash down to the fall of 
Freni deni Hoover and the rise of Techno¬ 
cracy. 

Seldes takes the middle road between the 
method of Frederick Lewi* Allen and Mark 
Sullivan, and that of those innumerable 
writer* who are showering ue with tomes 
about economics, inflation, social trends and 
whatnot. 

While "The Years of the Locust" is con¬ 
cerned mainly with the economic phases of 
the list four years, Seldvs d«s not neglect 
such things as the rise and fall of minia¬ 
ture golf, the march and rout of the bonus 
army, the sudden burst of interest in 3uVi0t 
Russia and the woes of the. automotive in¬ 
dustry, Above everything, however, hi* 
book is the story of President Hoover as 
he WM from the crash to election day, 1932, 

In a brilliant, now analysis of our pres¬ 
ent economic predicament called "The Coin- 
lug Struggle for Power," John Streehej 
jumps- far ahead of the vanguard of trou¬ 
ble-shooters. The book Is from Covlci- 
Frlvde, 

Strachey's historical analysis of capital- 
ism with which he begin*, shew> bow the 
World has bean marching steadily, although 
blindly, toward the catastrophe of 1B29- 
19—J With Irrefutable logic he shews that 
the free market and “itimi fairs" poli¬ 
cies, which superstitionsl>- arc supposed to 
be the basis of Wtr economic life today, hat* 
been steadily encroached upon by capital 
mud labor alike.

SPORT MIXTURES 

By PROF. RONEY 

Dueling sword requires keenest judgement of the 
three fencing swords; Italian style of dueling- 
sword fencing predominates at present. 


The duelling-sword, sometimes 
called by its French name the 
has a blade with three 
edges, so that the citus-secliun of 
the blade is somewhat the rhape 
cf the letter "V". Jl is the lineal 
descendant of the sword of d’Artag- 
nan, and the manner qf using it ti 
a modified form of the old French 
sword-play. 

The duelling-*word, tike the full, 
1* a weapon for thrusting only, so 
that a touch or cut with the edge 
Of the blade counts for nothing- 
To the end of the blade is attach¬ 
ed a small disc with three sharp 
prongs, in order that the point on 
touching the target may take hold 
and not slip off, as it does in the 
case of the foil. Too, the tip of 
the sword is chalked, and when a 
'touch 1 * i* made a chalk mark is 
left to show the point touched. 
Of the three fencing swards the 
duelling sword requires the keenest 
judgment of dmUnce, the great¬ 
est accuracy and the most profound 
deception. One reason for this la 


fails to make a point. Since two 
points constitute a bout both are 
careful to avoid danger of a J ‘bind," 
as this attack is called. The "'en¬ 
velopment' 1 it a double bind, or a 
downward sweep- This requires 
great strength of wri*l, *p«d and 
■control. 

The hind and the envelopment 

■e the showy attacks with the 
duelling - sword, performed only 
when the right arm, knee or tOC 
cannot he reached. The capable 
fencer always hi* these targets in 
mind, bo that many of the attack* 
are made upon these points. Rol¬ 
lins has several men who are ex¬ 
cellent in the u*e of the duelling - 

mrd as Well as the foil *nd the 
sabre. 

Fencing it on* of the meal bene¬ 
ficial as well as interesting of 
Sports. Physically it make* for 
erect carriage, poise, balance, to ugh 
but not heavy muteles, and a 
springy step. The benefit derived 
from the wonderful development of 
the abdominal muscle* It obvious,

Again, 
since the position of the body in 
fencing require* that the right 
knee snd right arm be advanced 
before the body it is evident that 
there two target* are closer to the 
opponent than are any parts of the 
target of the *abre fencer or the 
fail artist. 

The Italian style of diMlIing- 
sword fencing, which at present 
seems to he supreme, requires the 
right arm, holding the sword* to 
be held stiff and straight from the 
shoulder, parallel with the Door, 
The opponents face each other with 
sword* parallel. Their problem il 
to gel an opportunity to cross 
awords at any angle. The mas who 
succeed* la feinting his opponent 
into » position where the former 
can suddenly cross sword* and 
lunge while making a lightning di¬

John J. Carty On Thursday 


Three old friend* of Brigadrar- 
General John X Carty paid tribute 
to his memory ■« a great scientist 
and engineer, and a U-ader 

among men *t a memorial servico 
In Knowles Memorial Chapel at 
Hollins- College last Thursday. 

General Carty, who died in Bal¬ 
timore, Mtl., December 27, was a 
trustee of Rolliits and a winter res¬ 
ident of Winter Park. 

The speakers were Dr, Fred* rick 
p, Kvpp«l, p real dent of the Carne¬ 
gie Corporation in New York; 
Thorns A, Watson, who was fctao- 
elated with Alexander Graham Bell 
and who made the first tel up ho no 
erar seen by man, and: Dr. David 
G. Fairchild, botanist, and explor¬ 
er. whose wife in a daughter of Al¬ 
exander Graham Bell. 

President Hamilton Holt, of Hol¬ 
lins, who presided, called Central 

Carty on* of the world's greatest 
scientists and suggested that prob- 
ably the world would not have half 
of its facilities for telegraphic and 
telephonic communications- if Car¬ 
ty had not lived. 

Referring to General Carty Os a 
trustee of the CarRCgi* Corpora¬ 
tion, Drt Koppel said he had the 
three fundamental qualities which 
make A trustee great. These, ho 
said, were a Mmst of responsibility, 
the understanding heart, and con¬ 
structive imagination. 

Mr, Watson, whose historic tele¬ 
phone conversation with Alexander 
Graham Bell in June, 187o, was the 
first ever achieved, and who was 
chief engineer and superintendent 
□f the original Boll Telephone Com¬ 
pany when be retired in 18&I, paid 
tribute as an engineer to the work 
of General Carty in perfecting tele¬ 
phonic communications. 

Describing the celebration ar¬ 


ranged by General Carty in 1915 
when Carty and his engineer* es¬ 
tablished telephonic communication 
across the continent, and the inter¬ 
esting episode during that celebra¬ 
tion when Dr. Watsert. in San Fun- 
.eJ*co talked ever the transconti¬ 
nental circuit to Dr. Bell,, in Now 
York, who spoke through a replica 
of WAlaon’i first telephone. Dr. 
Watson aatdi “I knew that even 
that great achievement of cross- 
comtlnenul communication was 
only one big incident in the lives 
of General Carty and his army of 
engineers wbotm brains and hands 
have built up, from that first crude 
telephone, a system almost tncom- 
prehvirtible in its magnitude with 
its hundreds of millions C-f miles 
of wire connoctrig its tens of mil¬ 
lions of telephones all ever the 
World, pulsating in every direction, 
day and night, with human speech," 

Dr. FariehLtd told of the intimate 1 
friendship that sprang up between 
Carty and Bell In the early days of 
pioneer work in telephone engineer¬ 
ing. H 'dmrty's Imagination," 1 he said, 
"appealed to Mr. Bell, and the gen¬ 
tleness of tho two men was of the 
same character. They were con¬ 
genial spirits in the very highest 
sense, and there arose from their 
contact some of the most dramatic 
historical events of the century. 

“It would have been easy for 
someone with a less sensitive feel¬ 
ing of the emotional nature of man 
t* have brushed Mr. BcU and his 
work aside and gone with the new¬ 
er discoveries which reflected cred¬ 
it on younger men and detracted 
from the picture of Mr, Bell as the 
inventor of the telephone.'’
